Stuart Smith, a second year medical student, was 
elected President of tha Students Society Friday as only. 
45 ! c of the student body went to tha polls. 

Smith defeated Zafar Khan ana Morty Zuckermati 
in a closely contested race. At tha final count, the new. 
president had 1,170 votes. Khan came second with 648, 
followed closely by Zuckerman with 616. . 

When interviewed by the DaiJj/, 
Smith claimed he was "astound- 
ed" by the count. He said that 
he is very fiattered that so many 
people gave him their support, 
and added, "It is not a -personal 
victory. The victory belongs to 
the people who took time out 
from their studies, to ask their 
friends to vote for me. All the 
credit belongs to them."

$50 Millions Expansion 
Planned By Montreal U. 



A raise- in pay for professors, 
a new university hospital, a new 
faculty of medicine building, a 
gymnasium and football field, 
and general enlargement of the 
university proper will take place 
in the very near future at the 
University of Montreal 

Mgr. Irénëe Lussier, Rector of 
the university, made this an- 
nouncement at the annual meet- 
ing of the University Associates 
held on Friday, March 4. 

The massive expansion scheme, 
totalling $50,000,000 has been 
approved by, and will be finan- 
ced mainly by aid from the pro- 
.vincial government. Thik will In- 
clude government guarantee of 
university • loans for capital 
works and grant payments total- 
ling $8,750,000 which will be di- 
vided among the universities on 
tha basis oi student population. 

The present student popula- 
tion at the University of Mont- 
real is expected to rise to 
around 9.000. Speal<ing about the 
new project, Msgr, Lussier said 
"by using all our empty space 
,on the campus and in our pre- 
aent buildings and with the new 
-additions, we- will be able to 
handle all the. students for the 
next- tea years". 

About $2S,()00.000 will be 
spent' on the first phase of tha 
expansion scheme. By the time 



the >vhole programme is com- 
pleted, $38,000,000 will have 
been spent on buildings and 
improvements to the university 
proper, $12,000,000 will have go- 
ne to the construction of new 
facilities to house the School of 
Higher Commercial Studies, the 
university's Institute of: Blicrobio- 
logy and Hygiene and the Mont- 
real Institute of Cardiology, 



which will have a 200 bed sec- 
tion. In addition the minimum 
salary scale for professors will 
be raised by amounts ranging 
from $1,500 to $2,500. Assistant 
professors for tlie first year will 
get $6,400, associate professors 
with seven years experience will 
get .$8,200, and full professors 
with 13 years service will get 
$10,500.. 



ILBCTION PROMISES 

In 'response to a question con- 
cerning his plans for the coming 
year. Smith said that he will try 
to keep all of his election prom- 
ises. He also said that there 
.was rooih for both Khan and 
Zuckerman In student govern- 
ment, and he offered them both 
positions if they want. them. 

Zuckerman, who, is a first year 
Law student, made this statement 
to the/Oattv; "The campaign has 
passed,Téir»ing with it the ex-' 
citement and the exhilaration but 
leaving indelible memories of 
wonderful friendships. It is my 
earnest desire that the student 
body should reunite so that the 
interest in student affairs, evoked 
by the election and the platforms 
put forth, be sustained through- 
out the year. To this end my 
efforts ' are pledged to the Slu- 
denU' Societi'." 

Also Interviewed was Zafar 
Khan, this year's President of the 
Students' Union. While comment- 
ing on the elections, he said 
that he was surprised, after such 
a closely contested race, by the 
large majority of votes which 
elected Stu Smith. "It is. no 
doubt," a tribute to the efforts 
he has already made on behalf 
of the Students' Society, and I 
would like to take this opport- 
unity to. urge all members of the 
Society, whether or not they 
voted for him, to rally around 
tlie president-elect and to make 
the coming year the brightest in 
tlic history of the Society," he

McGnrs Debaters Reach Finals 
But Lose Title To Sherbrooke 



EDMONTON — (CUP) — Mc- 
Gill's debating team of Gordon 
Echenberg and Irwin Coller 
reached the finals of the Cana- 
dian University Debating Cliam- 
pionship but lost out Friday night 
to a French-speaking pair from 
the University of Sherbrooke. 

The final debate was carried 
on in both French and English, 
with a system of simultaneous 
translation, and was judged by 
three bi-llngual arbiters. Dr. D.L. 
Poirier, Judge C£. Gariepy, and 
Andre Dechene, a local, lawyer. 

The McClir:debàters defeated 
the University of British Colum- 
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bia Thursday in the semi-finals of 
the championship at the Universi- 
ty of Alberta. The contest was 
sponsored by NFCUS and at- 
tended by the winners, of the 
four university debating leagues 
in Canada. 

FRIDAY'S FINALS 

In the finals on Friday, the 
McGill pair met the University of 
Sherbrooke, which had beaten St. 
Duns^an'.s University, Charlotte- 
town^ the day before. After tos- 
sing a coin, It was decided that 
.McGiii's debaters would change 
their stand and take the negative 
side of the topic: "Resolved that 
surrender to tlie U.S.S.R. Is pre- 
ferable to risking the destruc- 
tion of humanity in war". 

The University of Sherbrooke'» 
first speaker, Robert Normand, 
opened Friday's debate by.JistIng 
tlie two alternatives, surrendering 
to Russia or risking humanity In 
war. But, he pointed out, "It is 
a natural and philosophic fact 
that existence is man's unt desti- 
ny." . 



Gordon Echenberg of 'McGill- 
answered for the negative by slat- 
ting that while life is common to 
all animals, only man has free- 
doms and principles. If man loses 
these freedoms, as he would if 
llie West surrendered to Russia, 
he becomes a mere animal. Also, 
lie showed that by surrendering 
to Russia, we would be ignoring 
a normal obligation to ourselves, 
to our children, and to the men 
who gained these freedoms for 
us. 

CAPITALIST EVILS 

Julien Aubert spoke- next for 
Sherbrooke, and pointed out ma- 
ny evils found in our capitalistic 
system, and that Russia is not as 
evil as it is painted by Western 
propaganda. He claimed tliat the 
negative was demanding "collec- 
tive suicide". 

Irwin Cotler, the second nega- 
tive speaker, summed up the de- 
bate to that point. He stated that 
the affirmative had agreed that 
men could only exist u human 



beings 'with the freedoms which - 
would be sure to be lost if the 
West surrendered to the U.S.S.R. 

DEFINITION ACCEPTED 

He continued to show that the 
negative's definition of the "des- 
truction" of humanity as the "de- 
humanization" of humanity had 
been accepted by the affirmative. 
Then he cited instances, such as 
the Hungarian, revolt, to show 
that under Russian domination 
humanity is sure to be dchumanl^ 
ed, and hence destroyed. 

He then said that in war tha 
destruction of hunianity was a 
risk,' as staled in the resolution, 
but that in surrendering to tha 
U.S.S.R. the destruction of hu- . 
inanity was a certainty. 

. NOBLÇ PURPOSE 

Furthermore, he added in ra* 
sisting Russia there would be A 
noble purpose: "We would be 
rislcing humanity to save huma- 
nity. We would rather die on out 
feet than live on our knees."

Gerin-Lajoie Claims 
Bill Gives Government 
Control of Universities 



A party in "power can in 
effect tell a university when 
to borrow money on the<mar- 
ket and how to dispose of 
these fund.s, Paul (îcrin- 
I>ajoie, Liberal candidate for 
Vaudreuil-Soulange asserted 
before a convention of the 
Quebec Lilwral Federation 
last Saturday. 

A constitutional lawyer, Mr. 
Gurin Lajoic questioned the poli- 
cy of having the "public believe 
that the recent grant of $50,000.- 
000 to the University of Mont- 
real was in fact a grant at all. 
In reality, he pointed out, the 
provincial 8ovemtn6nt would act 
as endorser for any funds raised 
by the.univenity on the financial 
market Citing the controversial 
Bill Three, wnereby the provin- 
cial government Is "authorized", 
but not "obliiied" to allow the 
university to borrow money on 
the market, ha questioned the 
wording of the Bill which, ho 
said, enables the party in pow- 
er to tell the university when it 
can borrow and how it can spend 
the money. 

Mr. Gérin-Laioie further stated 
that Quebec is the only province 
which has never had a commis- 
sion on education. He felt that 
the provincial education setup 
should be revisnd so that party 
politics would not enter into the 
.field of education. 
' Delegates from tCn Quebec un- 
iversities attended the conven- 
tion, the first of a series designed 
to discuss the problems of today's 
youth, which was held at the Un> 
iversitv of Montreal. As some 
300,000 new voters will go to the 
polls for the first time in the 
forthcoming provincial election 
this June, delegates were afforded 



an. opportunity to hear some of 
the problciii.s involved and the is- 
sues at stake. 

Speaking on the political hier- 
archy, Kéal Corbeil of Les Jeu- 
nes Ouvriers Canadiens felt that 
the working-class man was not 
adequately represented in the 
hierarchy of the party, which he 
claimed was dominated by profes- 
sionals and university students. 

In later sessions of the Conven- 
tion, a decision was made tn ex- 
pand the Quebec Liberal Federa- 
tion from 10 to 18 universities by 
including the classical colleges in 
its setup. Activities at these col- 
leges woiild be similar to those 
now in effect at all the universi- 
ties. J

MAN A MACHINE? 

by LEON JAKOBOYITZ 

The analogy of the machine or automation to repre* 
sent man has been used many tinieii since Descartes. 
In psychology, this view was enthuaiastically adopted by 
Watson and his "behavioriat" followera in the second 
decade of tliifl' century. The paychotogîst that is perhaps 
most closely associated witn such a view today is 
B. P. Skinner, of Harvard. 



Skinnor's thesis is that, at the 

£ resent stage of knowledge, it 
I both wasteful and dangerous 
ta fonnulata théories in psych- 
dogv. He hu performed a large 
number of experiments- with anl- 
aab (mainly rats and pigeons) 
and succeeded in teaching them 
complex behaviour patterns 
(sample: rats working, to obtain 
a metal ball which they then 
insert in a machine ta obtain 
food; pigeons playing a crude 
version of a ping-pong game.) 
His "theorieal" syotem consists 
strictly of operational, defini- 
tions — VIZ (the accurate des- 
' cription of the variables mani- 
pulated by th» experimenter and 
the observable responses of the 
animal). , 

From . his experiments with 
aaimalSf Skinner concludes that 
operational definitions are all 
that is necessary to describo and 
explain human behavior. 

We know absolutely nothing 
about psychological factors in- 
side the organism (even though 
wa may know a «reat des! about 
- physiological factors). There* 
lore, it ia oointk-ss (so be tf' 
gues) to build up speculative 
theories about variables- which 
we cannot observe. All we can 
know, and all that is necessary 
.to know, in order to explain be- 
havior, are those external vari- 
ables which caa be identified 
and controlled by the-; experi- 
menter. We cannot ask?an- anl- 
. mal to describe how he feels or 
what he thinks daring an -experi- 
ment: we roust go strictly by 
what is observable. Skinner be- 
lieves the huRun anioul should 
be treated in the same Imper- 
sonal manner. 

The problem of explaining 
human behavior by using Skin- 
ner's method can be compared 
to the task of the engineer who 
is asked to unravel . the work- 
ings of a complicated calculat- 
ing machine without permitting 
him to look "Inside the box". 

It is conceivable that our en- 
gineer will deduce the relation- 
ships governing the intricate 
mechanisms of the machine by 
giving it various calculating 
"tasks", observing "mistakes^ 
controlluig the energy input, etc. 

But, some psychologists argue, 
the humaa organism is infinitely 
more Complicated thaa a calcu- 
' lating machine^ rendering the 
task of analysis infinitely more 
difficult. Even by looking inside 
the human "box" we are not as 
yet able to adequately explain 
most of human behavior. The 
task is rendered more managea- 
ble by forwarding speculations, 
putting up hypotheses as to the 
workings of the mechanisms, and 
thus arrive, through a process of 
successive approximations, to 
U-uth. 

The controversy between Skin- 
ner and his coUeagues is a con- 



troversy of method. Skinner's ap- 
proach has been termed shalkiw 
and dry. Perhaps Skinner has for- 
gotten that nnrcfaologists are also 
people in addfUon to being scien- 
tists : they must be ego-involved 
in order to be persistent in their 
research. X invents theory A, 
whDo. Y invents theory- B which 
contradicts A; the two theorists 
may then spend a life time try- 
ing to prove that the other's the- 
ory is wrong, discovering in the 
process, a wealth of facts, to be 
picked up by C who develops still 
another theory. And what docs it 
matter if all the theories turn 
out to'be wrong? . 

B. 0. Hd>b of McGill, a staunch 
supporter of theorizing in Psy- 
cholo^, bas renurked that ^ the 
test-of a good theory is*' not- Us 
accuracy, but the . amount of re- 
search that results in the process 
of disproving it.,, \ 

Theorizing. Is. the more natural 
(i.e. more in accordance with th* 
temperament of the psychologist) 
way of going about in research. 

Skinner's method has worked 
out extremely well with animals. 
Upon his. shoulders rests the bur- 
den ,of; proving, that his method 
is.'equally suitable -with humans; 



the National Employment Ser- 
vice Representative, Brian Ma- 
gec, who is located in the Pla- 
cement Office. But with the 
completion of the large cons-

yoar*. Tho lirlncipal nood was 
work for ttudonts In Iho junior 
yaan who do net havo any par- 
ticular tochnteal training to ef- 
for, but'whoM shorlago of mo- 
iMy t* pay for a unlvorslly edu- 
cation was torieut as that of 
other students. 

"No one agen(^ has the ans- 
wer to the' problem," said Mr. 
Coleman. "We are here to help 
in every way possible, and stu- 
dents can help yxt, by telling us 
when they get a job, either 
through the Placement Service 
or by other means, thus enab- 
ling, ua to concentrate on those 
who are still . havhig trouble." 
The Placement> Service does 
wish to enconrage - students to 
include, it as one means of ap- 
proach in their job bunting ef- 
forts, and it is hoped that some- 
thing, can be found for a good 
proportion of those registering.

The Montreal Star has often mentioned McGill 
University in her editorial columns. ^When .îlçGill 
grants honorary degrees the .Stor more oifteii than 
. not mentions them, in an editorial. When Dr. 
James makes a speech on an. educational topic or 
publishes McGill's annual report we sometimes 
read art editorial- commenting favorably: on the 
Principal's words. But throughout the many 
years we have read the Star we have noticed a 
definite reticence on the part of that paper to 
delve into the grants situation. When' our late 
Premier, in laying the cornerstone of a Montreal 
hospital last summer, said (we quote the Star 
- itself), "Our granta to universities are 10 times 
more than any other province," the Star did not 
see fit to -point out eilito.rially that Ontario's 
grants are presently over three times the amount 
of Quebec's (see the Sfor's editorial of Friday). 
. When our Principal was l"denou need for . . . views 
on education" {Montréal Star, June 1, 1959) and 
further called a "Kremlin dupe" (according to 
another Montreal newspaper) the Montreal Star 
did ndL rise to the occasion ■ and ° support Dr.

consider was an overdue comment on the grant."} 
problems. We had grown accustomed to an atti- 
tude of "laissez-faire" on the part of Montreal's 
English --.language press, an attitude which we 
felt violated a newspaper's duty to give wide and 



comprehensive coverage to the political issues fSc' 
ing us in Quebec. 

This duty is a concomitant of the rights cn' 
joyed by i, free pressé As the Canadian' Dailj 
Newspaper Association so aptly put it ' severa 
years ago:

It mua 
strive to be thorough, accurate, and unbiased Ii 
its' reporting, sincere and thoughtful in its editor 
iais, and resistant to all outside pressurc-^It nius 
be cautious and bold — cautious until it knows all 
the facts, bold 'when, it is sure of its ground. ! 
must above all, be inspiired by devotion- to th< 
public welfare as its staff understands it. 

"Such a newspaper is worthy' of. the privilege 
which the . free peoples of the world have trad! 
tionally granted to their press. Such a newspkpe 
is also the best guardian of the liberties 
people." -.^

A Double Standard ? 

Ever since the- current Prime Minister wa.<t 
first elected to the House of Commons back in 
1940, he has been zealously propounding such 
cherished ideals as individual liberty and human 
freedom. During the last two election campaigns, 
Mr. Diefenbaker preached this Gospel from coast 
to coast. True to his promise he introduced a bill 
to this end last year. 

Last week in the Political Committee of the 
United Nations a resolution was proposed con- 
demning the policy of apartheid (racial segrega- 
tion) pursued by the South African Government. 
When a vote was taken'Canada abstained. Ap- 
parently the abstention was based on a reluctance 
to interfere in the internal affairs of another 
state. Whether this was the real reason or whe- 
ther Canada was simply avoiding conflict within 
the Commonwealth is difficult to say. Unneces- 
sary to say, too. 

Unnecessai:y-to say because in the eyes of the 
world Canada is a lending symbol of tojerance. 
When this country, in the limelight of a World 
Forum refuses to express her disapproval of de- 
plorable racist policies, those who look- up to Ca- 
nada have been let down. 

Perhaps this is'àn indication that Her Mn- 
jesiy's Canadian Government is' incapable of 
bearing the Cross of morality that its leader has . 
hewn for it. -If. this is, so,' the » government has 
two choices: it must either refrain from condon- 
ing intolerance abroad or admit to a compromising 
hypocrisy. It seems that the government has not 
chosen the former.

It is often said that college students should parti- 
^cipate in extra-curricular activities, both to develop their 
potentialities to the fullest extent, and for relaxation and 
a change of pace from lectures and studying. 

So that the student need not waste valuable study 
time by participating in the activities of McGill's various 
clubs and societies, the University and the students them- 
selves have devised many activities, f^both'^mental and 
physical, which may be pursued in spare moments bet- 
ween lectures, and save the time which students other- 
wise would waste in amusements not related to their 
work.

Why bother with interconep-iate irack meeta? Tha 
minute mile was run at McGill long before Roger Ban- 
nister's name made sports headlines, and students .still 
run it every day, dashing for lectures from Purvis Hall 
to the P.S.C.; or from the stacks of the Library to the 
top floor of the Physics Building.

This is a variation of the ordinary Track and Field, 
which take.1 place on test days.

GYMNASTICS 

As far as tumbling is concerned, the Redpath Li- 
brary vies with the gymnasium in exciting exhibitions 
of balance and skill. This has been achieved by a regu- 
lation forbidding the wearing of overshoes of any kind 
in the Undergraduate Library or the stacks. . AH snow- 
Loot wearers. are therefore in the fortunate position of 
being able to practise gymnastics as they .slide across the 
floor in their stockihg feet. To make this exercise rcallv 
effective, however, all students should be required to 
wear snowboots to McGill. Then the first year compul- 
sory physical education courses could be abolished, in 
favour of a compulsory two hours per week in the Li- 
brary. . 

BELMONT PARK SPECIAL - 

With the whole-hearted co-operation of the M.T.C., 
tliis game is played every day from 8 am to 11 pm all 
over the entire Island of Montreal, and even bevond. Anv 
student travelling to or from McGill by bus is eligible 
to compete, providing he or she is carrying at least four 
books and a clipboard (or reasonable substitute). The 
object of the game, which becomes much more èxciting 
.and difficult during the five o'clock rush, is to manage 
to remain on one's feet while balancing in one hand, for 
example, a briefcase full of notebooks, a Complete Works 
of Shekespeare, and five or six .other, volumes; the other 
hand is presumably hanging onto a strap or pole. If it 
is not, the student is no douTjt'trjring to qualify for a 
Students' Society award in acrobatics. " 

It is to be hoped that all students from now on will 
obtain more pleasure out of these games devised for their 
benefit and amusement There are many others, too nu- 
merous to mention, but perhaps students will now be able 
to find these for themselves, and will realize how much 
more can be gained from college life through enthusias- 
tic participation In them.

One of the most common sources.of misunderstanding occurs when we attempt 
to describe concepts in terms of attributes whicli are foreign to^the concepts. The 
criteria of maturity in our society is chronological uge, and yet age itself has little to 
do with maturity. The person who is 21, though completely irresponsiblo, is given 
the right to drive a car. On the same gi'ourius the person who failed kindergarten 
three times before giving up school altogether, and who has yet lived long enough to 
reach the voting age, is given the right .to voice his opinion in the government of 
his country; . ' ' . • ■ 



'The' basic assumption 'of our 
society - is that experience 
brings maturity. This assump< 
lion is wrong-'on two points. 
First, with few exceptions, it 
is experience in the formnlivc 
years, rather than experience 
in later years, that determines 
wliether a person will mature 
or not. Second, experience per 
se contributes littlo toward ma. 
turity. Experience ' to , the ma* 
ture pind is a source of wealth 
and new understanding, to the 
immature mind it' is the source 
•ol new anxieties and prcjudi* 
ces. 

'Maturity is th* ttat* of act), 
ve behavior In whicti one li 
•bla to face and reiolve pro- 
blems in a telf-confident and 
responsible manner, it is the 
reallialion that the human in. 
dividual is not self'«entained 
but must for his own goed live 
■ full and purposive 'life in 'a 
world of different and conflict. 
Ing ideals. 

IL A. Overstreet ("The Ma- 
ture Mind", published W. W. 
NORTON & Co.) in his Interest- 
ing analysis of tlie mature in- 
dividual in North American so- 
ciety, sights other findings of 
Psychology relevant to matu- 
rity. ! For- èxample the idea , of 
arrested' development or fbca- 
tion in the growth of the indi' 
vidual. This the finding "that 



whenever, in the formative- 
years of life, an intenso emo- 
tional conflict is left unresolv- 
ed, it does not disappear but 
remains as a festering element 
thgt later takes the form of a 
severe emotional disturbance 
or of n pervasive uneasiness In 
the handling of life". It is hn- 
perative that a human, being 
come to terms with such a pro- 
blem before a full develop- 
ment of character Is achieved. 

The absence of' maturity In 
the ma|orlty of the population 
It painfully obvious. Among the 
more evident Indications of Its 
existence there number; |ta- 
lousy, which It a form of self 
pity and retarded development 
of the Individual parsonslity; 
ignorance, tiemming from a. ne« 
gative attitude towards knowl* 
edge and the Importance of 
acquiring necessary knowledge; 
Irresponsibility, which Includes 
refusing to participate willingly 
In the duties of common exis.- 
tence and to participate crea- 
tively In the bettering of llf»;- 
the Inability to communicate 
expressively and precisely with 
others; the self-conscious and 
unwholesome, attitude, toward 
sexual relations; egoccntriclty

An important development of« 
the undcrstandine of maturity 
is - seen in modern theories 
about human misbehavior. In 
pre-psychological ages, two 
theories prevailed. Still in in- 
fluence, though soon to give 
way to the new maturity-based 
theory, ' they determine the 
things we do to encourage de- 
sirable and to discourage unde- 
sirable behavior. 
- The. "goodnass badness" thco-. 
ry holds that men do evil be- 
cause there is evil in them. The 
"knowiedee ignorance" theory 
implies that the human beini; 
has powers which, if they are 
properly, developed, will make 
him sec what is right and there- 
fore naturally Impel him to do 
what is right ' 

.Modern /psychologists dis- 
agree with both theories. With 
the "goodness-badness" theory 
because they believe that speci- 
fic instances of behavior cannot 
be isolated but, must be includ- 
ed within the context of the in- 
dividual personality. With the 
"knowledge-ignorance" theory 
because they arc certain that 
knowledge by itself is not 
enough to redeem life from be- 
wilderment and folly. It is 
enough only in constellation 
with other'powera." 

The new theory, developed In 
the light of psychological find- 
ings, is called the "maturity- 
Immaturity" theory and empha- 
sizes the fully developed, indi- 
-t^-vldual personality ' — the ma- 
ture person. It is seen that hu- 
man misbehaviors are Immature 
ways of .solving problcni.s that 
should be solved in ways that 
4re mature. 

There arc In fact no new 
tryths. AU the necessary truths 
have .been sptoken. The dif- 
ficulty » lies ; In the fact that 
• mature 4>trulh told to an 
Immature mind ceases to be that 
s'ame truth. Immature minds 
take from this truth only what 
Immature minds can assimilate. 
The possibilities In the dreamed- 
of mature world, either a per< 
sonal or universal one, are un' 
limited.
